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Call to rid city of 
‘filthy’ butt onds

STREET litter bins need ash trays 
fitted to them to stop Ely 
becoming a “filthy” city 

That’s the message from city 
councillors, who say some streets 
and public areas are starting to look 
“grubby” as inconsiderate smokers 
carelessly drop their fag ends. 

Cllr Elaine Griffin-Singh, also a leading 
trader in the city, is calling on the district 
council to either buy new bins equipped 
with ash trays or to fit trays to existing ones. 

She said: “East Cambridgeshire District 
Council promised the city council two years 
ago that all bins would have ash trays fitted 
but nothing has been done about it. 

“Since the smoking ban, more and more 
people are smoking outside, at the front of 
pubs and in public areas, so we need to 
make sure people are able to stub them out 
and dispose of them correctly. 

“There are too many fag ends being 
carelessly dropped in the streets and parks, 
making places look grubby - and before we 
know it Ely will be filthy with ash. 

“You also have them being thrown inside 
litter bins which is a serious fire hazard, so 
special ash trays really are the answer.” 

Cllr Griffin-Singh raised the issue at the 
city council’s last street furniture meeting, 
where the mayor of Ely, Cllr Richard Hobbs, 
was also present.

Fresh travellers’ 
site bid rejected 


CAMPAIGNERS are celebrating 
after plans for a small travellers' 
site in their village were thrown 
out. 

But the group insists it has no gripes with 
gypsies. 

Residents in Haddenham protested after 
travellers submitted fresh plans for a new 
camp site in idyllic Hod Hall Lane. 

The Essex-based family wanted to build 
three caravan pitches and one utility block 
at a disused builders’ yard - despite similar 
plans being refused just five months ago. 

The controversial scheme attracted 40 
letters of objection from villagers who 
feared it could become a magnet for 
illegally parked caravans - dubbing it “the 
new Smithy Fen”. 

Now the proposals have been refused by 
East Cambridgeshire District Council's 
planning committee for a second time. 

Haddenham councillor Gareth Wilson, a 
member of the committee, said: “Local 
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people were very unhappy with these 
plans. 

“It is not that any of us are against 
travellers at all. We have other traveller 
families who live in the village whose 
children go to the local school. 

“These plans were refused because it is 
the wrong place for development of any 
sort. 

“Drainage and flooding are big issues 
along the lane and this camp site would 
have just put more pressure on residents’ 
existing drainage problems.” 

Inadequate vehicle access and the affects 
the scheme would have on the area’s 
wildlife were also issues raised at the 
committee’s meeting last Wednesday. 

Steve Blackmore, who spoke on behalf of 
Haddenham residents at the meeting, said 


he was pleased the controversial plans had 
been thrown out. 

He said: “We are against any sort of 
development along our lane. 

“I have lived there for 21 years and we 
suffer from water problems such as 
drainage and flooding. 

“To have any sort of new development, 
including a travellers’ site, would have an 
impact on all of our lives. 

“Our objections are not about travellers 
at all. 

“Residents in the area have lived for 
many years with other traveller families 
living in the village.” 

The refusal came just days before 
development bosses unveiled potential 
sites for at least 88 new travellers’ pitches in 
south Cambridgeshire. 

The announcement, which has sparked 
concerns over the affects it could have on 
the region’s services, includes spots around 
Cambridge and Cambourne.

Cllr Hobbs said: “I think this is a 
very sensible idea and I really 
support it. 

“People are smoking outside 
more than ever before yet we have 
not done anything to improve the 
way cigarettes can be stubbed out 
outside. 

“We need to have ash trays in 
place to keep the city of Ely as 
smart and tidy as possible. 

“This is especially important 
when we have things like Ely in 
Bloom coming up, where every 
single bit of keeping the city tidy is 
vital.” 

But waste chiefs at East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council say it 
would be too expensive to fit ash 
trays to existing litter bins. 

Dave White, waste strategy team 
leader, said: “It would be very 
difficult and expensive. But when 
the bins come up to be replaced, 
we will look at this issue. 

“The council is currently work¬ 
ing with pubs and shops where 
smoking litter is seen as a problem 
in an attempt to improve the 
situation. 

“We have also just employed a 
clean neighbourhoods enforce¬ 
ment officer who will tackle a 
whole range of environmental 
issues, including littering.”

Traders question 
store’s link to city 


A MULTI-million pound plan for a 
Sainsbury’s supermarket in Ely 
has come under fire just a week 
after it was formally submitted. 

Shopkeepers on one of the city’s most 
popular streets have blasted the super¬ 
market giant’s designs for pedestrian links 
around the city. 

As part of the proposals, Sainsbury’s 
bosses want to create a footpath from Lisle 
Lane to the city centre via The Vineyards, a 
residential area off Market Street. It would 
act as a link from the proposed super¬ 
market to city centre amenities. 

But traders on Ely’s Fore Hill say it would 
be “ludicrous” to direct people away from 
the hustle and bustle of the shops and 
cafes on Fore Hill and down a “quiet” road 
such as The Vineyards. 

Chairman of the Ely Traders’ Association, 
Elaine Griffin-Singh, has written letters to 
all shopkeepers along Fore Hill, asking their 
opinion on the issue. She said the initial 
response showed they are against the idea. 

Paul Chambers, owner of Cutlacks on 
Fore Hill, said: “It would make much more 
sense to have a link via Fore Hill than The 
Vineyards. 

“With all Fore Hill has to offer, surely to 
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bring people up a route where retail 
operation is key is better than to send them 
through a quiet residential area. 

“Fore Hill would provide much greater 
access and really link it to the city.” 

Deb Keener, owner of Inkwell’s gift shop, 
said: “Businesses on Fore Hill have reasons 
to be concerned. 

“There is a possible good link between 
the supermarket and the city and it is Fore 
Hill, not The Vineyards. 

“I have received my letter from Mrs 
Griffin-Singh and like many others, 
completely agree. 

“Why would you send someone down a 
residential street rather than up where the 
shops and eateries are? It seems ludicrous.” 

The shopkeepers’ concerns come just 
weeks after John Bridge, chief executive of 
Ely Chamber of Commerce, said the 
supermarket giant’s plans would provide a 
“win-win situation” for the city. 

But a Sainsbury’s spokesman said the 
footpath through The Vineyards was 
originally consented as part of an app¬ 
lication for an Aldi superstore and was not 


within Sainbury’s control. 

The spokesman said: “However, we are 
working with the council and the comm¬ 
unity to ensure that other businesses 
benefit from the extra trade that a new 
Sainsbury’s would bring. 

“This includes a range of measures 
including new signposts and improved 
footpaths, to a new shuttle bus with a stop 
on Fore Hill. 

“Sainsbury’s has high hopes that its 
proposed new store will give local shoppers 
more choice and encourage more people 
to visit both the store and the city centre.” 

An East Cambridgeshire District Council 
spokesman said: “We received the formal 
planning application last week and are 
currently in the consultation process 
regarding the proposals. 

“We would welcome any feedback from 
residents or business owners regarding the 
plans, which we will then use in the 
decision making process.” 

If passed, the development would create 
more than 300 jobs, a new customer rest¬ 
aurant, 470-space car park, new cycle bays, 
new traffic lights, better street lighting and 
a new community recycling centre. 

A decision on the scheme is expected to 
be made by the end of August.

Cheaper deal for callers 


A NEW non-emergency 
phone number for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police was 
launched this week. 

All non-emergencies in 
the county can now be 
reported by calling 0345 
4564564. 

The move will allow 
people with call packages 
which provide free local 
calls to benefit as 0345 
numbers are classed as 
local calls. 

The old 0845 number 
will remain operational 


alongside the new num¬ 
ber until April 2011 to 
allow people time to 
adjust to the new system. 

Force control room 
manager Ed Essad said: 
“The number has been 
introduced to give callers 
a better service. 

“We have made the 
change in response to 
requests from the public 
for us to move to a num¬ 
ber which is cheaper for 
many people to call. 

“Although we are only 


changing the number by 
one digit we have made 
the decision to phase in 
the change over a matter 
of years. 

“This means that the 
cost to the force will be 
minimal and it will give 
the public time to get 
used to the new number. 

“The changes do not in 
anyway affect people 
calling 999, which they 
should continue to do in 
the case of an emerg¬ 
ency.”

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Husband punched wife 
in row on animal

A HUSBAND who whacked his 
wife after an argument about 
animal rights has appeared in 
court. 

Andrew Norton punched his wife of 
20 years, Paula Clemp-Norton, in the 
face after a drink-fuelled afternoon of 
heated discussions. 

The 51-year-old made her lip bleed 
after her beliefs in animal rights became 
“too out of hand”, he told magistrates. 

Norton, who has since become home¬ 
less after his wife kicked him off the 
barge they shared, pleaded guilty to 
assault by beating at Ely Magistrates’ 
Court last week. 

Yetunde Fawehinmi, prosecuting, 
said: “This is a domestic incident which 
happened after the married couple had 
been talking about animal rights. 

“Both of them had been drinking and 
Paula went to walk by him. 

“She told him to get out of her way, 
which is when Mr Norton punched her 
in the face with a clenched fist. 

“The victim went to the floor and later 
called the police. 

“The incident lasted around 10 
minutes from start to finish and in a 
witness statement she told police that it 
happened over their differing animal 
rights beliefs.” 

Magistrates also heard that Norton, of 
no fixed abode, was convicted for 
beating her in 1999 and cautioned for 
the same offence against her in fune 
2008. 

Unrepresented in court, Norton 
refused to speak to the bench at first. 

But when asked whether he regretted 
hitting his wife, he answered: “Yes I do. 

“But Paula’s animal rights’ beliefs are 
very different to mine and on the day in 
question, they got out of control. 

“We were on the boat, which is very 
confined, so it is hard to get the space 
we need.” 

But presiding magistrate Marisa 
fohnson said: “Disagreeing with your 
wife does not give you the excuse to hit 
her and make her lip bleed. 

“We need to be sure that something 
like this does not ever happen again.” 

Mrs fohnson adjourned the case for 
full pre-sentence reports to be prepared. 

Norton will appear at the same 
courthouse on luly 2. 

He was released on conditional bail, 
not to contact his wife in any way.

Luxury homes go 
out, teiraces go in 


LUXURIOUS homes on a new 
housing estate in Ely will be down- 
graded after planners gave the 
changes the thumbs up. 

In April, the Weekly News reported that 
the Barratt Northampton site, on Kings 
Avenue, had fallen victim to the credit 
crunch and the developer wanted to scrap 
plans to build executive three-storey 
houses and apartments in the scheme’s 
next phase. 

Instead, it wanted to replace them with 
smaller terraced one-bedroom and two- 
bedroom homes, to make sure they sell. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
approved the new proposals last week, 
subject to the Thistle Corner roundabout 
near the site being completed. 

The decision will see 54 homes on the 
site changed, and the overall number of

properties there reduced from 378 to 370. 

A spokesman for Barratt Northampton 
said: “We are pleased that we have been 
given permission to amend the existing 
layout and reduce the overall number of 
homes on the site. 

“We wanted to build houses rather than 
apartments and provide more terraced 
housing. This seemed wise in the current 
economic climate as we do not think such 
homes will sell. 

“This will result in the number of 
properties on the site being reduced from 
378 to 370.” 

But some residents living in houses 
already built on the site raised concerns 
about the effects the downgrade could 


have on the city. 

One woman, who did not want to be 
named, said: “I do see why the company 
has to do it but I am worried. 

“I just hope that low value housing does 
not attract the wrong sorts of families to the 
area.” 

Another said: “This is a nice estate and I 
just hope it stays that way.” 

But fohn Bridge, chief executive of Ely 
Chamber of Commerce, said the move was 
a “positive” one. 

He added: “To downgrade some of the 
houses so that people will buy them is 
much better than having an unfinished 
estate or houses standing empty. 

“At the moment, money is tight and I 
think that this is a wise move to make.” 

Work on the new homes is expected to 
start within the next few months.

‘Councils at fault 
in Iceland fiasco’ 


COUNCILS that invested millions 
of pounds in Icelandic banks just 
before they collapsed have been 
slammed as “complacent” by an 
influential House of Commons 
committee. 

But Cambridge City Council leader Ian 
Nimmo-Smith said it had acted on 
warnings about the banks and hopes to 
claw back between 80 and 95 per cent of 
the £9 million it had invested. 

The Communities and Local Govern¬ 
ment Select Committee report said there 
were lots of warning signs about the 
shaky state of the banks, which went 
under last autumn with nearly £1 billion 
of funds from scores of UK authorities. 

The MPs said complacency, lack of 
expertise and inaction put taxpayers’ 
money at risk. Their report said some 
warning signs emerged as early as 2006, 
but not all councils acted on them. 

The committee said: “This inquiry has 
exposed a degree of misunderstanding, 
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misinformation and complacency on the 
part of some crucial players, both within 
local authorities and in the wider 
financial sector, which contributed to the 
putting of taxpayers’ money at 
unnecessary risk.” 

Cllr Nimmo-Smith said the council had 
kept a “continuing watch” over its 
investments and made no further 
deposits after warnings were issued in 
September 2008. 

He said: “We will look at the comments 
the report has made about the availability 
of earlier signals and whether there was a 
robust enough basis to have affected our 
investment policies.” 

He said the council’s investment 
practices have since been revised. 

The council invested £4 million with 
Heritable and £5 million with 
Landsbanki. 


Cllr Nimmo-Smith said: “The prospect 
for at least 80 per cent recovery of the £4 
million with Heritable continues to be 
confirmed. We have been given a 
schedule of repayment dates from July 
this year. 

“We have £5 million with Landsbanki. 
The advice from the consortium taking 
forward our claims and working on 
refunds is that we will get of the order of 
95 per cent of that. 

“The news is better than we reported in 
April.” 

A damning report in January by 
auditors Pricewater houseCoopers found 
Hertfordshire County Council kept 
pumping £J6 million into stricken 
Landsbanki, in breach of its own rules. A 
“clerical error” was blamed. 

In total, the council had £28 million 
deposited with four Icelandic banks and it 
is unclear how much will be retrieved, 
though one £6 million investment has 
matured and the cash returned to the 
council. 


Rape victims still ‘face postcode lottery’ 


RAPE victims still face a “post¬ 
code lottery” over whether 
their attackers are brought to 
justice, according to a report. 

Equality campaigners the 
Fawcett Society said the latest 
figures obtained from the 
Ministry of Justice demon¬ 
strate a growing gap in rape 
conviction rates between 
police force areas. 

Women who report rape are 
over J J times more likely to 


secure a conviction for rape in 
some areas than others, it said. 

In 2007 in Cambridgeshire, 
Essex and Suffolk the con¬ 
viction rate was 3.J per cent, 
while in Hertfordshire it was 
6.5 per cent and in Bed¬ 
fordshire it was 6.7 per cent. 

Cambridgeshire, Essex and 
Suffolk all showed a decrease 
in their conviction rates comp¬ 
ared with 2006 figures - from 
3.2 per cent, 4 per cent and 6 


per cent respectively. 

Katherine Rake, director of 
the Fawcett Society, said: “The 
appalling figures in most 
police force areas reveal that 
women continue to face a 
postcode lottery when rep¬ 
orting rape to the police. 

“Rape should be treated 
with the same professionalism 
as other crimes with con¬ 
sistency in initial response to 
victims and investigation 


across police areas. 

“Co-operation between the 
police and the CPS is also 
crucial if the prosecution of 
rape cases is to improve.” 

She added: “It is a national 
scandal that thousands of 
victims have no access to 
justice, and frequently face a 
culture of disbelief and 
delayed responses which may 
lead to the loss of vital 
evidence.” 
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Watchdog to probe 
overdose death case 


HEALTH officials in 
Cambridgeshire could be 
questioned by the UK’s 
health watchdog following 
the accidental killing of a 
patient by an out-of-hours 
doctor. 

The Care Quality Commission 
(CQC), formerly the Healthcare 
Commission, announced last week 
the terms of an inquiry into out-of- 
hours GP services provided by Take 
Care Now (TCN) in five primary 
care trust areas. 

The inquiry follows the case of 
Manea resident David Gray, 70, who 
died after being given a dose of dia- 
morphine 10 times above the 
recommended dose by German- 
registered doctor Daniel Ubani, 
working his first shift for TCN. 

Police investigated that case and 
the cases of two other Cam¬ 
bridgeshire patients seen by Ubani 
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the same day. Ely resident Iris 
Edwards, 86, died of a heart attack 
two hours after being seen by him. 
A woman in her 50s had to be 
rushed to Addenbrooke’s after a 
consultation. 

Ubani was prosecuted in 
Germany for causing death by 
negligence and given a suspended 
prison term. 

NHS Cambridgeshire, the 
county’s primary care trust, 
contracted private company TCN to 
provide out-of-hours GP care in 
East Cambridgeshire and Fenland. 
Suffolk’s out-of-hours care is also 
provided by TCN. 

The CQC said its inquiry would 
cover out-of-hours arrangements in 
the case of Mr Gray, as well as other 
cases involving TCN identified by 


primary care trusts, in “order to be 
assured that all lessons have been 
identified and appropriate action 
taken”. 

It said it would “conduct face-to- 
face and telephone interviews with 
individuals both from within and 
outside TCN and primary care 
trusts who have information that is 
relevant”. 

Chris Banks, chief executive of 
NHS Cambridgeshire, said the trust 
welcomed the inquiry, adding: “We 
place patient safety as our number 
one priority and have carried out a 
robust internal investigation into 
the actions of this doctor and the 
out-of-hours service provider and 
the processes that led to this 
tragedy.” 

NHS Cambridgeshire recently 
served notice on all the county’s 
out-of-hours GP providers, but said 
this was planned before concerns 
over the Ubani case emerged.

Sister’s braveiy 
Inspires runner

has plenty of reasons 
to thank her sister 
Sandra Wilson for 
inspiring her to run 
this year's Race for 
Life. 

Since starting her train¬ 
ing a few months ago the 
42-year-old, from Hadd- 
enham, has lost an incred¬ 
ible three stone. 

It is a silver lining for 
Barbara, who decided to 
run last weekend’s race in 
Cambridge after discov¬ 
ering her 45-year-old 
sister, who lives in Ely, had 
been diagnosed with 
breast cancer. 

Barbara, who works at 
Castle School, in Cam¬ 
bridge, said: “It’s so hard 
when you see someone 
you love suffering and this 
was all I could think of to 
do to help. 

“We’ve always done 
everything together as 
youngsters and we’re still 
very close. I’ve been 
helping Sandra with her 
12-year-old son Sam while 
she’s been having treat¬ 
ment. 

“It’s awful that Sandra 
has been hit by cancer 
because she is such a 
healthy person. She has 
run the Race for Life three 
times, but cancer can hit 
anyone. 

“She always had herself 
checked regularly, so the 
cancer had been found 
early. 

“Just when she was 
getting over this operation 
she was told she would 
have to have all of her 
lymph nodes removed as 
they found some traces of 
cancerous cells. 

“Although she has had 
this done, she still might 


have to have chemo¬ 
therapy. 

“I’ve been so impressed 
by how strong and posit¬ 
ive she has stayed 
throughout this time. It 
has really inspired me to 
push myself. 

“I had never run any¬ 
where before and used to 
get out of breath walking 
to the end of the road. I’m 
now running four miles 
every other day. 

“When I’ve been train¬ 
ing and I’ve found it really 
hard, I’ve always thought 
of my sister and how she 
must be suffering, so that 
pain I was feeling was 
nothing compared to 
what she was dealing 
with.” 

Barbara was among 
thousands of women who 
braved the heat of the 
sun and walked, jogged 


or ran Sunday’s Race for 
Life. 

More than 3,700 wom¬ 
en and girls took part in 
the event, which is set to 
raise £235,000 for Cancer 
Research UK. 

The participants gath¬ 
ered on Jesus Green in 
preparation for the 5k 
challenge. 

The woman with the 
fastest time was Liz Eras¬ 
er, who ran the distance 
in J7 minutes and 25 
seconds.

Schools minister Sarah McCarthy-Fry 
cited the partnership between King’s 
School Ely, City of Ely Community College, 
Witchford Village College and Abbey 
College, Ramsey, as a successful example of 
the Government-funded Independent/ 
State School Partnership Scheme. 

The four schools formed the Chemistry 
Network in 2008 with £190,000 funding over 
the next three years. 

The project focuses on gifted chemistry 
students in Years 9 and 10, to raise 
attainment and take-up of chemistry at 
GCSE, A-level and university. 

Mrs McCarthy-Fry, speaking at last week’s 
Independent Schools Council’s conference 
in London, also announced a £4 million 
grant to promote closer ties between the 
sectors. 

King’s teacher Andrew Thompson is now 
Chemistry Network director. 


‘Speed’ teen fined 

POLICE discovered amphetamine and 
cannabis in a search of a teenager’s home in 
Littleport.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls.

□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out!

Q Send off change of address cards.

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

GARDENING 


Fill the garden with 
some heaven scent 


P lanting some highly- 
fragrant nemesia in 
pots on my patio 
recently made me start 
thinking about the 
importance of scent to a 
garden. 

You can have wonderful 
aromas on your patio, or further 
up the garden the smell of 
deliciously-perfumed shrubs can 
fill the air. 

If you only have room for one 
large scented plant at the back of 
your border, make it a mock 
orange (philadelphus), whose 
white flowers appear in 
profusion in June and July and 
whose rich orange-blossom 
fragrance can be enjoyed from a 
good distance away in the warm 
summer evenings. 

It grows to around six feet (J.8 
metres), although dwarf and 
taller varieties are available. It is 
easy to grow almost anywhere - 
in poor soil, salt-laden air or 
other inhospitable environments 
- but for the best results give it a 
sunny spot. 

Of course, the obvious 
suspects to include in your 
scented scheme are 
honeysuckles and lilies, which 
will have a more intoxicating 
fragrance grown within an 
arbour or sheltered patio than in 
windy, exposed sites. Roses, too, 
provide a heady perfume. 

Position fragrant blooms 
where they will be most 
appreciated. Visitors can brush 
against low hedges of lavender 
on a garden path, and pots of 
fragrant annuals such as the

trailing Surfinia ‘Blue Vein’ can 
be mounted on walls at sniffing 
height, while night-scented 
stocks and nicotiana planted 
below a window will create a 
wonderful scent indoors on 
summer evenings. 

Dianthus, a genus which 
incorporates pinks, border 
carnations and sweet Williams, 
can also add the exotic aroma of 
cloves, while border phlox (Phlox 
paniculata) flowers from mid¬ 
summer to autumn and 
generates a delicious perfume. 

Many herbs are also 
wonderfully aromatic as well as 
decorative. Thyme can trail over 
walls in rockeries or scree beds, 
rosemary has fantastic silver- 
grey, needle-like leaves and sage, 
basil and mint also add their 
own scent. 

Conifers can also provide 
scent as well as height and year- 
round interest. 

Cupressus Goldcrest Wilma, 
an evergreen conifer with bright 
green, lemon-scented foliage, is 
often bought small to add height 
and foliage contrast to both 
summer and winter pots, 
although if planted out its 
eventual height will be six feet. 


Each year I plant wigwams of 
sweet peas both in my borders 
and in patio pots, which will give 
me fabulous colour and scent 
throughout the summer. You 
need to cut them regularly to 
produce more flowers 
throughout the season, so it’s a 
double whammy as the smell of 
bunches of colourful sweet-peas 
permeates through the house as 
well. 

Many aromatic plants require 
full sun and can tolerate drought 
conditions, such as scented 
geraniums, whose leaves emit an 
enticing aroma. Mediterranean 
plants often like well-drained, 
gritty soil and a sunny aspect, so 
if you have heavy soil you may be 
better off raising the planting 
area to improve drainage and 
also bring the plants with their 
flowers and foliage closer to the 
nose. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Campanula 

They come in all sizes, from 
the delicate harebell to the 
massive chimney bellflower 
which tops seven feet (2. J 
metres), so there is a place for the 
campanula in every garden. 
Combining well with other 
cottage garden favourites such as 
white lilies and red peonies, they 
also make good companions for 
shrub roses with pink or cream 
flowers. Border campanulas, in 
hues of blue, white or pink, thrive 
in sun or partial shade and some 
will flower for weeks on end, such 
as C lactiflora ‘Prichard’s Variety’. 
In fact, Gardening Which? trials 
found that C lactiflora and many 
of its varieties have large trusses 
of flowers lasting two to three 
months over the summer. Many 
of the taller varieties need 
staking. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 
Coriander 

If you like Indian or Thai food 
then you’ll know how important 
coriander leaves are to add a 
cooling flavour and vivid green 
colour when garnishing dishes. It 
also works particularly well in 
home-made salsas and in some 
Middle-Eastern dishes. It’s also 
used as a spice, producing hard, 
peppercorn-sized seeds which 
are ground and added to Indian 
food. If you want both leaves and 
seeds, buy separate varieties 
named for either leaf or seed 
production. Despite its exotic 
flavour, it is hardy and can be 
sown directly into the soil in May. 
Pick a sunny or partially-shaded 
spot for leaves and full sun for 
seeds, and sow little and often. 

Start cutting leaf coriander as 
soon as the leaves are big enough 
to use. Leave the plants for seed 
production to send up 2ft (60cm) 
flower stalks and delicate, small 
white flowers in summer. By the 
end of summer, the seeds will be 
developing. When they have 
turned a buff colour, cut the 
stems and hang them upside 
down in a warm, airy place and 
tie paper bags over the flower 
heads to catch any seeds that 
drop.

- stop me, my sides have split, 
writes Iain Dooley. 

Actually, this new Polo is serious 
business for Volkswagen. The car is a 
cornerstone of the company’s range 
and bottom line. And now it’s a little 
bigger. 

This fifth generation version isn’t 
just bigger, though. Keen to spread a 
little family love, Volkswagen has 
given the new Polo more than a dash 
of the Golf’s visual DNA. And where 
the latter’s appearance is 
conservative, the Polo’s character is 
more extrovert. It’s easier to see the 
similarities with the racy Scirocco, 
for instance. 

Looks aside, there’s also no 
mistaking the Polo’s increase in size, 
and the end result is a car that easily 
straddles the line between supermini 
and family hatch. 


And to be a family hatch you’ve got 
to be sensible, which is why you’re 
met by a traditional cabin layout 
when you open one of the Polo’s 
doors. 

The cabin ambience might still be 
on the sombre side, but it’s 
impossible to find fault with the 
build quality or ergonomics - 
everything is where you expect it to 
be and it all works beautifully. And 
this time you’ve got a fraction more 
space in which to admire everything, 
right down to the fully adjustable 
driving position. 

It’s not just the bits you can see 
that have been improved, though. 
Volkswagen has also cleaned up its 
act in the engine department. The

for something in this class, while the 
Polo can be driven briskly on twisty 
roads without fear of it turning into 
a messy ‘rowing boat in a storm’ 
experience.
